oped in motor bus transportation.

Such irregular operators 
as 
the 
Buckeye Special Transit company are 
contemplated to take care of situa­ 
tions where a large party of persons 
wishes to make a trip together to a 
certain city or town and have their 
conveyance directiy 
at 
their 
com 
mand at all times. 
A regular 
route bus 
operator is 
forbidden to go off his route even .a 
city block to gather up a party 
of 
passengers to convey them to some 
city or town on his route. 
He is limited to certain streets and 
roads and if he deviates from them 
he is liable to lose his certificate. 
He 
also must operate on a fixed time 
schedule. 
The irregular operator is designed 
to carry basket ball, football and other 
athletic teams directly from one col­ 
lege or school to another, or any kind 
of picnic parties. 
He may not oper­ 
ate regularly over any route which is 
served by a bus, sterm or interurban 
railroad. 
In the past, several regular route 
bus operators have come to grief by 
going off their routes to pick up and 
deliver such parties to their destina­ 
tion and return them.

ular bus operator to take their team 
to some point not on the regular bus

George M. Wertman, of Washing­ 
ton township was visited by’ a Farm 
Bureau worker a few days ago and the 
visit was so crammed full of inter­ 
esting subjects that we feel that it 
would look good in print. 
Mr. Wertman planted four acres of 
soy beans 
following his 
pea crop. 
These soy, beans grew’ well and part 
were cut for hay and part were left a 
few days longer for seed. The 
hay 
crop was harvested and the livestock 
will leave other feed to eat soy bean 
hay. The beans cut for seed were 
rained upon and for fear of worse 
weather they were put in the mow. 
He now is feeding fattening hogs 
soy beans on the vines. The hogs will 
eat all the corn that they apparently 
can hold then go and lie down. If soy 
beans are thrown 
into the 
pen the 
hogs will fight for their 
individual 
shares. 
H e has 
miocrtl 
in a self 
feeder to supplement that deficiency 
in the corn and soy 
beans.
